Application is being made by 
vegetable growers in the marsh 
district for a charter for a co- 
operative storage plant to be 
called the Bradford Co-operative 
Storage Ltd- It is estimated 
that the cost of the plant will 
exceed $100,000 and that with 
the present volume of produce, 
the plant will probably have to 
be enlarged in the near future. 

Growers* representatives say 
that the growers are taking a 
heavy Joss in produce improper- 
ly stored locally and in Toronto. 
Cases are quoted where the Joss- 
es and storage charges have 
more than covered the revenue 
from the produce salvaged from 
storage. The need of a cold 
storage plant has been long felt 
in the marsh district and it is 
felt that the construction of such 
a plant will benefit the whole 
community. 

Last Thursday approximately 
200 vegetable growers from the 
marsh met at the town hall in 
Bradford to discuss the possibil- 
ity of proceeding with the build- 
ing of the plant for the pre- 
cooking and storage of marsh 
products, especially celery, for 

which there is no suitable stor- 
age available. Enthusiastic ap- 
proval was given by the growers 
to the suggested plan of pro- 
cedure as outlined by Geo. A. 
Wilson, director of the fruit 



branch, department of agricul- 
ture,, Toronto, who also ap- 
proves and supervises the con- 
struction of such plants with 
government assistance. " * 

A substantial grant is made by 
che dominion government over a 
period of five years for the con- 
struction of such plants, and the 
Ontario government may lend 
up to 50 percent of the cost, re- 
payable with moderate interest 
in 20 years. Some weeks ago, 
Mr. Wilson and York County 
Agricultural Representative W. 
M. Cockburn took a committee 
representing the two growers' 
organizations on a tour of west- 
ern Ontario to inspect cold stor- 
age plants and onion storages in 
Leamington, Aidcrshot, Thcd- 
ford, Jennet's Creek, Blenheim, 
St Thomas and Simcoe. In all 
cases, the local growers were 
found to be delighted with their 
plants. 

A provisional board of direc- 
tors was set up at a meeting 
held in Newmarket the week 
following the tour. The meet- 
ing was attended by Mr. Wilson, 
and F. A. Lashley, agricultural 
representative for' Simcoe South. 
With the ready response of the 
growers for shares in the plant 
shown at Thursday night's meet- 
ing, application is being made 
immediately for a charter for the 
marsh plant.-

tho work carried on at and by tho 
institute. He told of fuctorUm for 
tho employment of the blind, cafo* 
terlna and refreshment booths con- 
ducted by blind operators and of 
various handicrafts carried on In 
tho homes of blind pooptfl. 

Ho described the wondorful sys- 
tem of Braille by which 1,500 Can- 
adlnna are enabled to rend tho 
world'n literature. Tho Braille 
library of the Institute has over 
31,000 volumes on its sholvos which 
oro loaned without chnrgo and 
carried free by Iho mails, hooks 
ranging from the Bible to modorn 
books dealing wilh the present war.

Orvilte Thompson, East GwiU- 
imbury township, whom he found 
guilty in police court last week on 
charges of theft and of violating 
the Wartime Prices and Trade Reg- 
ulations. The case was adjourned 
for judgment this week. "I con- 
sider these thefts particularly mean 
because you stole from soldiers who 
are giving up everything for. you 
and me. They do not get big pay 
in the army and tires are very hard 
to get. I am not inclined to be len- 
ient with you." 

The first charge for which his 
worship sentenced the three accused 

to six months definite plus six 

months indefinite hard labor in the 
Ontario Reformatory was that of 
stealing three tires, three wheels 
and a box of fishing tackle valued 
at $125 from Pte. Gerald Osterhout, 
who' at the time of the theft had 
been stationed at the Newmarket 
military camp. , 

On a plea that this was Orville 
Vhompson's first conviction, that his 
mother was an invalid and his 
father in the army for five years, 
by Lome C. Lee, counsel for the 
defence, his worship reduced his 
sentence to four months definite 
plus four months indefinite* 

"I am sorry that your worship 
sees fit to send the boys to the 
reformatory," stated Mr. Lee. "I 
don't think that they are really to 

blame. They had little If any home 
training." 

"I quite agree with Mr. Lee that 
the. boys had little training in the 
home." commented N. L. Mathews, 
prosecutor for the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board. "I am satisfied 
that they will get far better train* 
Ing in the Ontario Reformatory 
than at home.*" 

In reply to Magistrate Wood- 
llffe's inquiry as to whether the 
defendants had made restitution 
since the last court session. Crown 
Attorney Arlcigh Armstrong stated 
that the accused had instructed the 
police that they would find the 
stolen goods at a certain location 
but when the latter investigated the 
articles could not be found. 

Two of the dofcndants.'Ross and 
Fred Thompson, who were also 
found guilty of removing the 
serial numbers from seven tires, 
were sentenced to six months def- 
inite plus six months indefinite in 
the Ontario Reformatory. The 
sentences are to run concurrent 
with the previous sentences. 

Orville Thompson, found guilty of 
stealing two tires, two wheels and 
auto tools to the value of $30 from 
the car of Pte. F. C Boniface was 
sentenced to four months definite 
plus four months indefinite in the 
Ontario Reformatory, the term con- 
current with the previous sentence. 

Found guilty on a charge of ob- 
structing a police officer in the per- 
[ formance of his duty and of illegal 
possession of liquor, William John 
Simons, Gcrrard St. East, Toronto, 
was fined $20 and costs or one 
month in jatl on the first charge 
and ten dollars and costs or one 
month on the second. The liquor 
was ordered confiscated. Ills com- 
panion. Neil Charles McMillan, 
Brookslde Drive, Toronto, was 
found guilty of being drunk in n 
public pJac* and fined $20 and costs. 

County Constable Aubrey Fleury. 
Aurora, told his worship that at 
4.15 p.m. on Dec. 5 he noticed Neil 
McMillan staggering to a car which 
was parked on the street In Aurora. 
He waited until the other defend- 
ant joined his companion before 
approaching the car, he said. When 
he attempted to arrest McMillan 
Simons tried to trip him, he stated. 
Constable Fleury said thnt ho 
struggled with the accuscil men for 

20 minutes during which time he 
received a broken rib. Chief Con- 
stable Fisher Ounhnm finally came 
to his ntd and they gut the accused 
Into the police car and look them to 
the police station. The officer 
stated that he found two bottles of 
beer and a part bottle of liquor on 
Mr. Simons. 

Accoulliig to Constable Dunham 
the defendants made several pusses 
at the police officers. He himself 
was able to avoid the blows, ho said, 
lie corroborated Constable Henry's j 
evidence that Simons had been 
drinking but was sober enough to 
know what he was doing. Ho 
stated that McMillan was under tlu» 
influence of liquor. 

William Coupland, Gilford, was 
found guilty of stealing two tires 
from the car owned by Gcorgo 
Knowl e s. Nowmnrkct, and sen- 
tenced to three months In the Ont- 
ario Iteformntory, th<i term con- 
current with n term ho Is nt pres- 
ent serving on another charge. 

According to Mr. Knovvlns on Oct. 

21 he had left his car at n service 
station on Yongc Ht. near Holland 
Landing to be repaired. The follow- 
ing morning he was notified by the 
service station attendant that thu 
two spare tires had been stolen. He 
stated that the car had been parked 
In the driveway near the station. 
He Identified the tiros exhibited In 
court as thoso stolen from his car. 

County Constable Ronald Watt 
testified that ho had been notified 
that iho tires were at tho home of 
Pto. Gerald llosogood, Bradford, 
When ho questioned the defendant 
about tho theft the Inttor Admitted 
stealing the tires from Mr, Knbwlcs* 
car and selling thorn to !>tc. Hose- 
good. 

After honrlng evidence in the 
charge against Pte. Hoscgood of 
having stolen goods In his possess- 
ion, MaglHtrato Waodllffo dismissed 
It. 

According toConstnblo Watt, Pie. 
Hosogood's mother had notified the 
police thnt the stolen tires wore In 
her collar. Ho and Mr. Knowlos 
went to Mrs. Hosogood's home ami 
Mr. Knowlos identified the tires ah 
belonging to him. 

"As n result a warrnnt was tnkon 
out and Pto. Ho.segood was appre- 
hended and questioned," stated tho 
witness, »Ho mndo a statement in 
which ha said thnt ho had nccn 
Coupland at tho end of October and 
that ho had bought four tires and 
wheels from him. Ho was to have 
paid $33. Ho had not ns yet paid 
tho money." 

In-hjrt dofenco tho nccuscd told 
hli worship thnt ho had agreed to 
buy tho tiros, not knowing them to 
havo boon stolen. He said that ho 
was 18 yenrs of nge nnd that bnforo 
ho entorcd'the army ho had worked 
with William Coupland, 

"Didn't you know that the tires 
were stolen?" asked couniel for the 
defence, Charles Evans, Bradford. 

"No, I didn't know until my 



mother told me," replied the youth. 

"Didn't you know that you should- 
n't have bought the tires?" M I 
understand .now that I shouldn't 
have bought them, but I didn't at 
that time." 

-This explanation that the ac- 
cused has given me might not be 
reasonable if told by an older, and 
more experienced person," com- 
mented Magistrate Woodilffe. "How- 
ever I have observed the accused in 
the witness box and I feel that he 
was telling the truth. Therefore I 
am dismissing the cbarge. But you 
watch yourself in future. That's a 
silly way to buy tires." 

A thirteen-year-old Newmarket 
youth was found guilty on a charge 

of driving without a license and 

fined $10 and costs. His' father 
appeared In court on the boy's be- 
half and told his worship that he 
did not know that his son had taken 
his truck out on the highway. " 

According to County Constable 
Cecil Dean of Bradford, while 
patrolling Yonge St. north of 
Aurora he noticed the youth driving 
a large transport truck along the 
highway- 
Magistrate Woodilffe found two 
motorists guilty on charges of fall- 
ing to dim their lights when pass- 
ing other cars on Yonge St. and 
fined them each $3 and costs.

Aurora Meeting Is Told 

Aurora C.C.F. club helrl its | system of providing medical, 



first public meeting Dec. 6 in 
the I.O.O.F. hall with a good 
attendance. President Ben Har- 
rison introduced the chairman of 
the evening, Dr. Ernest Dickin- 
son, Toronto, who spoke briefly 
and then introduced Charles 
Millard, M.L.A. for West York, 
well known labor leader, 

Mr. Millard paid tribute to the 
work of Major Archie Woods, 
North York C.C.F. candidate, 
telling of his early work in 
founding the movement. "Too 
many people regard the C.C.F. 
solely as a political party," said 
Mr. Millard. "Actually it is a 
people's movement to belter con- 
ditions, but it has been found 
necessary to take political action 
to get things done." 

Mr. Millard charged our sol- 
diers had hardly been able to 
find a job before the war, but 
that all the money necessary was 
found to fight the war once it 
started. 

"If we can do this in war, we 
can do it in peace," he said. 
"We need never have depression 
again if we have sane social 
planning. 

He said 44 percent of army re- 
jections was due to poor health 
conditions and only 40 percent 
of the people were well fed and 
properly cared for. He thought 
it might be a good thing if the 



dental and hospital care as ex- 
emplified by the armed services 
was carried over into civilian 
life after the war. "Fifty thous- 
and dollars a day in wages is 
lost in Canada because of ill- 
ness," he said in urging widened 
health services. 

"The general public is still 
thoughtless," he said, citing ex- 
amples to prove that the new 
world for which Canadians were 
supposed to be fighting and pro- 
viding for the boys overseas was 
in danger of never being realized 
without on aroused public opin- 
ion. 

"Before the war we couldn't 
feed many of our people, but 
with war on, wc can give food 
and materials to the U.S.A., 
China, England, Greece and 
other countries," he said. "The 
millions are available for peace 
projects if wc want to use them 
properly. It is up to the people 
lo sec this is done."
